ADMIRAL NEBOGATOEF 
WAS BOUND BY SAILORS 


Sailors Then Surrendered Ship to 
the Japanese—Almost Incredi- 
ble Stories Told of the Con- 
duct of the Russians 
During the-Battle. 


Tokio, June 2.—It is planned to. bring 
the battle ship Orel to Yokosuka, where 
the emperor: will visit her. A femarkable 
story is in circulation concerning the 
wounded on the Orel. It is said that at 
the opening of the fight.300 men were 
killed and wounded and that the groans 
and shrieks of the wounded exercised so 
harmful an effect that it was decided to 
throw the mortally wounded. into the sea. 
One hundred and forty, it is said, were 
thrown overboard. Those slightly wound- 


ed were fastened to the masts to prevent 


their. interference with the fighting of the 
ship. 

It is impossible to obtain any confirma- 
tion for the story, but later reports in- 
dicate that the Russians fought with des- 
perate bravery throughout the day pre- 
vious to their surrender. The hull of the 
vessel is shell: marked and many of her 
guns are smashed and dismounted. 


RUSSIAN SAILORS MUTINIED 
AND SURRENDERED SHIPS 


St..Petersburg,. June 2.—Details from a’ | 


trustworthy source leave no room for 
doubt that Admiral Nebogatoff's sailors 
mutinied in the. battle of the sea of Japan 
and either threw the admiral and many 
officers overboard or, according to an- 
other. version, bound... them in . their.

Nicholas L meted out’a terrible puntsh- 
ment to rthe officers and crew of the 
Raphael, ordering that all of them-shoulé 
be shot after their exchange,’and direct- 
ing that if the ship should ever be re- 
captured its Infamous history should. be 
blotted out by ‘the total destruction of, 
the vessel. 

The Raphael, strange to. say, was re- 
captured thirty-four years later at Sinope 
during the Crimean war, a son of the 
captain who surrendered her taking rart 
in the battle, and to this son fell the 
task of executing the dead emperor's 
orders to destroy her.

Never Unloaded on Equitable. 

The idea that he had gone into one syn- 
dicate with the thought that the Equita- 
ble would buy any of the bonds must 
appear to men acquainted with affairs 
of that kind as too ridiculous for dis- 
cuseion.: The figures, he added, would 
show how *absurd that ‘was. 

The eight syndicates amounted to about 
$140,000,000 of which' his average inter- 
est was about one-fifty-seventh. Every- 
body knows, he added, that those syndi- 
cates were largely successful and heavily 
oversubscribed. The Equitable at one 
time or other bought in all about $10,- 
000,000 of the $1!40,000,000. Mr. Hyde 
declared the society had made large pro- 
fits on the $10,000,009 of bonds bought 
from the tankers as compared with 
which he said his trifiing commission. on 
the underwriting amounted to nothing.

ON FAST TRAN 


Tax Collector sallow and 
His Brother Are Slain by 
R, 7, Ewing, 


FAGMAN 1S. WOUNDED 
DURING: THE DIFFICULTY 


Fannin County Official, His Brother 
and a Flagman Engage in Fatal 
Encounter on Louisville 
and Nehville Excur- 
sion Train. 


Blue Ridge, Ga... June 2.—(Special.)—Tax 
Collector J. L. Galloway and his brother, 
George Galloway, were shot and killed 
at 6 o’clock this morning !0 miles. north 
of this place on an incom™g Louisville 
and Nashville train. 

R. T. Ewing, flagman of the same train, 
and the man who did the shooting, is at 
the Cooke house here suffering from a 
number of serious cuts on the head and 
different portions of the body. 

The Louisville and Nashville ran an 
excursion from this place to Knoxville, 
Tenn., yesterday, returning this morning 
at 7 o’clock. Just after crossing the Ten- 
negsee line at McCay, !2 miles north of 
this place, a difficulty occurred between 
George Galloway and Flagman Ewing 
about a broken car window. Words were 
passed and George Galloway went into 
another car. returning in a few minutes 
with his brother, and a fight ensued be- 
tween Ewing and the two Galloways, in 
which Ewing was stabbed several times. 

Acoording to accounts, after Hwing had 
been badly cut up by the Galloways, he 
pulled his pistol and fired two shots at 
J. L. Galloway, one of which took effect 
in the end of hig nose, passing entirely 
through the head and lodging in the base 
of the brain. He then turned and fired 
one shot at George Galloway, which en- 
tered the head just behind the right ear. 
J. L. Galloway died instantly and George 
lived until after the train reached this 
place, dying before he could be removed 
to the near-by house Of a relative. 

Ewing Will Recover. 

Ewing was taken from the train here 
weak from ithe lose of blood and suffer- 
ing from a number of ugly bruises on 
the head and cuits of different parts of 
the body. 

It was at first thought that he could 
not live, but his recovery is now assured, 
He clatms ‘that he was acting in the 
discharge of his duties as a trainman 
when the row started and that he was 
obliged to shoot in defense of his own 
life. His home is said tto be at Russell- 
fille, Ky., he having only recently en- 
tered the employ of the Louisville and 
Nashville on this division. He is now 
under guard awaiting his commitment 
trial. 

The Galloways were among the most 
prominent citizens of the community in 
which ‘they lived and are related to many 
of the best citizens of the county. J. L. 
Galloway was serving his second term 
as tax collector of Fannin coumty and 
had made a good officer. He was also 
engaged in the mercantile business at 
Galloway, Ga., 6 miles north of this 


place, and very near where he was shot.

Indeed, he had been 60 prominent that 
it was customary to count him as a fac- 
tor on one side or the other of almost 

every ong question. 

At the end of a long contest Mr. Hurt 
gold out his interest in an immense pub- 
Me utility, and from that time appeared 
to be devoting himself entirely to the 

reat manufacturing concern of which he 
6 the head. er this interval he 
almost dropped out of sight. 

But Joel Hurt was not at rest. Neither 
was he asleep, nor had he taken a jour- 
ney to a far country. Although heavily 
interested in the iron business, he was by 
no means confining his aciivities to that 
industry. He was setting a new pattern 
for Atlanta to build up to. 

For in all candor and without detract- 
ing from the merits of any other nan, 
Joel Hurt is Atlanta’s master builder. He 
put up the first office building, built the 
first electric line, organized the first in- 
surance company and was the first man 
to cut the heart out of the slums of the 
city and drive a street through the place 
where they had been. It took years to do 
that, but it is an accomplished fact, and 
two monuments to Joel Hurt have arisen 
at either end of Bdgewood avenue; one is 
Inman Park and the other is the Equi- 
table building. 

Both were new patterns for Atlanta. 

At that time there were few office 
buildings of such magnitude In the United 
States, and the financially wise men of 
Atianta were aghast at the boldness of

Which he has spread out on Druid Hills 
near Atlanta, Some years ago he and a 
few friends acquired a tract of land 
stretching from the suburbs of the city 
toa Decatur, and at once set to work to 
make it the most beautiful place in the 
United States. So far ag trees and 
Shrudvs can make it, it is a botanical 
garden. He calls it an arboretum, which 
means a collection of trees ang shrubs. 
Thete is net a place jn the south whieh 
has anything like the variety, unless i: 
be the Vanderbilt arboretum at Biltmore. 

Mr. Hurt’g_project is planned to cover 
1,400 acres, but as yet only about 90 
acres have been worked out. On this 
portion there is a boulevard 80 feet 
wide, which is the extension of Ponce de 
Leon avenue. The avenues and park- 
Ways cover one-fourth of the ground, 
leaving 67 acres divided into thirty .ots, 
on which about 300,000 shrubs and trees 
have been planted. These shrubs and 
trees includg@ five hundred varieties, to 
secure whieh Mr. Hurt has ransacked the 
world. He had studied botany for ff- 
teen years and on every hunting trip 
has brought back from field or forest 
some speciman Which teok his fancy. One 
day in the Okefinokee swamp, with Cap- 
tain Harr? Jacksoh, he came to a prairie 
bordered with a cypress forest, the edge 
of which was ‘festooned with flowers of 
the white hdéily. Some of it was seeding 
and he filled his pockets, The seed were 
planted when he reached home and a 
nursery was started. In the same way 
he continued until twenty-five varieties 
of holly had been collected. The Ameri- 
can olive, found on Flint river, was 
brought into the nursery and propagated 
beside the Italian olive. The uonimus 
of Japan grows side by side with the 
American uOnimus and the Darlington 
oak looks down upon the familiar dog- 
wood. Our own sweet shrub makes a 
congenial neighbor to the Scotch broome, 
which is memorable forever with the 
house of Plantaganet. The azgalia of our 
woods is chose to the areilia, and the 
various species of holly.

A Bonaparte in the Cabinet. 

The selection of a collateral de- 
Scendant of the great Napoleon for 
the post of secretary of the American 
navy is calculated to jar those the- 
orists given to picturing this an Eng- 
lish or Anglo-Saxon nation. It is true, 
of course, that English blood predom- 
inates; but it is equally true that the 
average American cftizen holds in his 
veins the blood of several nations, and 
that in many cases the percentage of 
English blood is exceedingly small. 

President Roosevelt has chosen for 
his new secretary of the navy Charles 
J. Bonaparte, of Balttmore—an Amer- 
ican in the biggest and broadest sense, 
and yet a collateral descendant of that 
marvelous Little Corporal who be- 
came ruler of France and of most of 
Europe. Mr. Bonaparte is a grandson 
Of Jerome Bonaparte, who became, 
through the grace of his brother, king 
of Westphalia. 

The romance of the marriage of 
Elizabeth Patterson, of Baltimore, to 
Jerome Bonaparte is familiar to stu- 
dents of history, but may not be well 
known to the general public—hence 
this retelling. During a visit to Bal- 
timore in 1803, Jerome Bonaparte, 
then a French naval officer, met and 
fell in love with Miss Patterson, 
whose father, an Irishman owning a 
line of clipper ships, was accounted 
the richest citizen of the Maryland 
metropolis. The young people—he 
was nineteen and she a year younger 
—met at a ball; it was a case of love 
at first sight. The fathér sent his 
daughter to Virginia to get her away 
from her French admirer, but it did 
no good. Bonaparte pressed his suit 
through correspondence, the father 
finally relented and the marriage, on 
December 24, 1803, ‘was the greatest 
soctal event Baltimore had ever 
known. 7 

Napoleon had issued his orders 
against the marriage, but the younger 
brother paid no attention to them. | 
He lived with his young bride én Bal- 
timore until the spring of 1805, when 
they sailed in one of her father’s ships 
‘for France. Napoleon had sent word 
that if Jerome came with his wife he 
would not be permitted to land; but 
if he forsook her, all would be for- 
given. Arrived at the French coast, 
one of Napoleon’s warships was there 
to see that Madame Bonaparte did not 


land. Jerome was ae to go to 
Paris. 


The wife then sailed around to Am- 
sterdam, but here again she’was pre- 
vented from landing and was com- 
pelled to go to England. At Dover 
her landing was witnessed by a great 
crowd. She had become an object of 
much interest to internationa) politics,

Napoleon tried to induce the Pope 
to dissolve their marriage, but was 
‘unable to do so: Finally he had the 
imperia] council of state pass a decree 
of divorce. After this Madame Bona- 
parte returned to America. Her hus- 
band married Princess Catherine 
Frederica, of Westphalia, ahd reigned 
as king of Westphalia from 1807 until 
the Germans conquered the territory 
six years later. 
| After repeated efforts to have her 
son’s. legitimacy deciared, she was 
finally granted a formal trial by the 
French government under Napoleon 
Ill. Jerome, the father, appealed to 
the council of state to forbid “his son 
to assume the name of Bonaparte,” 
but the council granted Madame Bona- 
parte’s petition. 

The son, thus formally recognized, 
was Jerome Napoleon Bonaparte. 
Charles J. Bonaparte is his second 
son. He was born in Baltimore in 
1851, is a graduate of Harvard, and 
an independent republican of the mug- 
wump order. Mr. Bonaparte is re 
puted to be very wealthy.

Colonel Stevens’ Report. 

The annua} report of the department of 
agriculture, O. B. Stevens, commissioner, 
was issued from the ‘press yesterday. 
This report contains a number of in- 
teresting facts regarding the work of 
this department with which, perhaps, the 
public fs not generally familiar. 

The department maintains four cattle f 
inspectors in Rabun, Towns, Union and 
Fannin counties, the only counties in 
Georgia from which cattle can be shipped 
under the United States quarantine laws 
to the markets of the north and west. 

The department has sent out through 
the weekly press each month six columns 
of printed matter relsting to agricultural 
questions which has been published regu- 
larly in about f85 papers. 

By careful economy the department has 
‘saved from the annual appropriation of 
$10,000, during the past four years, 
$4,000, which has been turned back into 


ing that time it has issued and distribut- 
ed 10,000 copies of the most comprehen- 
sive work on Georgia ever published. 
The department has also issued 4,000 
copies of a comprehensive book on “Geor- 


gia’s Resources and Advantages,’ some }. 


of which are still on hand and now being 
distributed. 

The department received during the 
year $92,177.97 from fertilizer inspectfon 
fees, of which $65,811.57 was turned inte 
the state treasury for the school fund, 
the balance going to pay the expenses 
ef inspection. 

The department received $34,449.39 
from the inspection of oils, of which 
$10,593.26 was turned into the state 
treasury for the school fund. 

State Chemist John M. McCandless re- 
ports the inspection of more than 700,- 
000 tons of fertilizers during the year, 
which necessitated a larger number of 
chemical analysis than ever before in the 
history of the department. 

The state entomologist, R. I. Smith, re- 
ports thé inspection of 210 nurseries, to 
(178 of which certificates were issued. 
There were also inspected 163 or- 
chards, in fifty-eight of which the San 
Jose scale was found. The boll weevil 
quarantine has been strictly enforced. 

Fish Commissioner A. T. Dallis reports 
that he has had little trouble, as the 
people generally throughout the state fa- 
vor restrictive legislation in the matter 
of fisheries.

Some time ago, however, the governor 
announced the policy of not permitting 
any of the troops to go out of the state 
for the purpose of holding an eneamn- 
ment or for any other purpose than: at- 
tending war maneuvers under the aus.- 
pices of the United States war depart- 
ment. This policy was announced in 
the case of the Lincoln Guards, a negro 
military company of Macon, to which 
permission was refused to attend 
Roosevelt inauguration as a “military 
company, but it was based on the fact 
as well that in every instance in which 
troops have been permitted to go out- 
side the state there have been some 
exhibitions of lawlessness with which the 
governor and adjutant general have had 
to deal, and sometimes it has been ecx- 
tremely difficult to straighten them out.

THE CAUSES AND EVENTS THAT 
LED TO THE WAR BETWEEN 
THE STATES. 

“The first cause of the civil war was 
the struggle for political domination 
|which really began in the constitutional 
 eucteunnted ‘over the question of represen- 
-tation an@ the counting of the negroes 
as part of the population of the south. 

“The second and most general cause 
was the different construction put upon 
the national constitution by the people 
of the north and the seuth. A difference 
of opinion had always existed as to how 
that instrument was to be understood, 
The question at issue was as to the rela- 
tion between the states and the general 
government. One party held that. under 
the constitution the union of states is 
indissoluble; that the sovereignty of the 
nation is lodged in the central govern- 
ment; that the states are subordinate; 
| that the acts of congress, until they are 
repealed or pronounced unconstitutional 
| by the supreme court, are binding on the 
states; that the highest allegiancé of the 
citizen is due to the general government, 
and not to his own state; and that ali 
attempts at nullification and disunion are 
in their nature disloyal and treasonable. 
The other party held that the national 
constitution is a compact between sover- 
eign states; that for certain reasons the 
union may be dissolved; that the sover- 
eignty of the nation is lodged in the in- 
dividual states and not im the central 
government; that congress can exercise 
no other than delegated powers; that 4 
state feeling aggrieved may annul an 
act of congress; that the highest alle- 
giance of the citizen is due first to his 
own state and afterwards to the general 
government, and that acts of nulltfication 
and disunion are justifiable, revolutionary 
‘and honorable. 

The Slavery Question.

“The fifth cause of the civil war was 
the different character of the people.

The northern 
people were Puritans, cold and over- 
bearing; the southern hospitable, cava- 
liers. The difference in the climate, the 
north cold and hard, the south soft and 
| mild. The country of lay of land, rough 
and mountainous in the north, while in 
the south low mountains end hilis, val- 
leys and plains bad meanwhile greatly 
affected the character and civilization 
of the northern and southern people. 

“Sixth, the changes or growth of the 
‘country. The north had undergone great 
‘changes, while the south stood still, and 
standing still she retained the old prin- 
| ciple which had once been universal. 
| “The seventh general catse was the 
want of intercourse between the people 
of the north and south, The great rail- 
Toads and thoroughfates ran east and 
‘west. Emigration flowed from the east 
to the west. Between the north end the 
south there was little travel or inter- 
change of opigion. From want of ac- 
quaintance the people, without intending 
it, became estranged, jealous, suspicious, 
They misjudged each other's motives. 
They misrepresented each other’s be- 
liefs and purposes. Théy euspected each 
other of dishonesty and ili will. Before 
| the outbreak of the war the people of 
the two sections looked upon each other 
almost in the light of @ifferent nation- 
atities. 

“Eighth; the development of power. The 
north was settled more rapidly than the 
south, and her larger population gave 
her greater power in congress, protective 
tariffs multiplied mille and factories;

minds of all classes, especially of the 
young were prejudiced and poisoned. In 
the north the belief was fostered that 
. the south was given up to inhumanity, 
ignorance and barbarism, while in the 
‘south the opinion prevailed that the 
northern people were a selfish race of 
mean, cold-blooded yankees. 

“The eleventh and last cause of the 
war was the evil influence of dema- 
gogues, and want of education. Ih order 
to gain power and keep it many unprin- 
clpled men, that were educated, had 
come to the front, and taken contro] of 
the political parties, anxious or willing 
to destroy the welfare and peace of 
thelr country in order to accomplish 
their own bad purposes. | 

“Such in brief, were the causes and 
events which led to the war between 
the states. Then it was that the coun- 
try passed through one of the 
wars of modern times. Its like had 
never been witnessed before.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—An edi- 
torial from Dr. T, P. Bell, of The Chris- 
tian Index relative to the differences at 
Mercer university again excites comment 
ins Macon, and in a reply made this after- 
noon by Professor George Herbert Clarke 
sNatters of public interest are given out. 

It ig sald by graduates and students 
of Mercer that the clash has come -over 
an ¢ffort to put Acting President KI- 
patrick at the head of the institution 
despite protests of members of the board, 
many members of the faculty and a 
large number of his own friends. The 
first dissension, it is said, was due to 
this solely, 

Professor Clarke’s Statement. 

Professor Clarke had the follwing t9% 
@ay to a reporter of The Constitution 
this afternoon: 

“The Christian Index, In its issue of 

June ist, prints another editorial on the 
Mercer gituation to which also as a mat- 
ter of truth and integrity, I am_.cor- 
strained to reply. 
» “The editor waxes facetious at my er- 
pense, declaring that I have had muci 
to say in the secular papers, affording 
to the trustees much gratuitous and un- 
aclicited suggestion as to what a uni- 
versity is, and what spirit {t should be 
of—rather an amusing bit of forwardness 
in a youth talking to and of men who, 
perhaps, have studied such subjects fully 
as long and as earnestly as he has, and 
some few of whom, perhaps, know néear- 
ly @&8 much as he does. This, however, 
by the way. 

“It will be sufficient to say In reply 
to these remarks that the views express- 
ed by me concerning the aim and genius 
of the Christian college were not ad- 
dressed specifically to the trustees, and 
certainly were not intended to provoke 
the antagonism or arouse the displeas- 
I be- 
lieve that the principles advocated are 
sound, and in a crisis like the present 
I feel that it is as right for me to give 
free and frank publicity to such a pla‘- 
form as it is for the editor of The Index 
to present a differing one. I do not 
notice that Dr. Bell has atttempted to 
reply to my statement of principles. In- 
stead, he deals in cheap and childish 
satire, which, I may be pardoned for 
suggesting to hini, is indeed ‘‘gratuitots 
and unsolicited.”’ 

Why He Resigned. 

“The editorial goes on to state ‘we do 
not know just what the membefs of the 
committee said’ to Mr. Clarke.’ That 
statement is undoubtedly a fair one, and 
warrants the inference tnat its writer 
has drawn heavily upon his imagination 
in undertaking to explain the nature of 
the conference. May I once again in- 
form him that, whatever the purpose 
of the board and committee mas have 
been, it was not and would not be my 
purpose to serve on the basis of the pol- 
icy outlined to me by tne committee as 
having been adopted? If the committee 
thought. the statement of such policy an 
effective means of securing my,,cesigna- 
tion, as Dr. Bell intimates, they quickly 
succeeded, for the resignation would 
have been forthcoming at any time that 
I should receive official advice of the 
desire of the board -to elect preacaers 
on the faculty in preference to other 
candidates. If this particular policy has 
been abandoned, I, for one, am ready to 
express my satisfaction, but that it was 
actually contemplated, and so announced 
to me and to others is a statement that 
cannot succesefully be denied. 

‘In this connection, especiaMy since 
Dr. eBll takes occasion to refer to 
‘imaginary (imaginative(?)) statements’ 
of myself and my advocates, let me state 
that every sentence I have penneu for 
the public’ press—and for such only am I 
reaponsible—has been made in a spirit 
of fairness and justice *to all interests 
concerned and can be amply substanti- 
ated as true. 

Denial by Kilpatrick. 

“A recent circular letter sent out to 
tne alumni contains the following words: 
“he destructive work of recent misiead- 
ing newspaper articles must be over- 
come.’ As soon as my attention was 
called to the letter I waited on the 
writer—the vice president of the institu- 
tion—and asked him to define the terms 
misleading.’

OWNED BY MAGID 


Boundary Line Settled in 
1787, Mr. Magid 
Says. 


— 


Louls B. Magid, manager of the ex- 
tensive silk industry at Tallulah Falis, 
says the statement made yesterday to 
the effect that there is some doubt about 
the ownership of the Tugaloo river, is 
in error. 

When seen yesterday in his office in 
the Equitable building, Mr. Magid made 
the following statement with reference to 
the situation: 


“T am the owner of the Tugaloo river, 
Which I bought two years ago, and it is 
& matter of record that the Tugaloo 
river belongs to Georgia, a question that 
Was settled between the states of Georgia 
and South Carolina tn 1787. However, 
parties opposite me owning land have 
raised the question whether or not they 
are entitled to some privileges on the 
siver, and for this reason I had an inter- 
view as well as correspondence with Gov- 
ernor Terrell and the attorney genera] to 
ascertain where the boundary line is 
though I am personally posi- 
tive that it is low-water mark on the 
South Carolina side for I have had at- 
torneys look into the matter, and every 
bit of literature obtainable on the sub- 
ject has been purchased.by me to ascer- 
tain the facts. 

“T will name only one reference to the 
boundary line that will convince every- 
body that I am full owner of the Tugaloo 
river. In the tréaty of Georgia and 
South Carolina, settled in 1{787, tue 
boundary line is described in the follow- 
ing manner: ‘The boundary line between 
the states of Georgia and South Carolina 
is from the mouth of the Savannah river 
on the north side thereof, comprehending 
and including thé islands and waters 
within.’ Further, Mr. Ellard is not the 
Party, by the way, as stated in the 
paper, who has raised the question, but 
he is the gentleman of whom I bpught 
the land and river rights. In trans- 
fering the same to me in part the deed 
reads as follows: ‘And together with all 
water rights titles and interest in ana -.o 
the Tugaloo river and all islands in 
said river to the low-water mark on the 
South Carolina side.’ 

“This entire piece of propery of mine 
bordering the river which is part of my 
3,500 acre holdings was surveyed by the 
county surveyor on February 7, 1903 
and a plat thereof is recorded with the 
deed, proving the transfer of all the 
Tugaloo river to the low-water mark of 
South Carolina by Mr. E:slard, the previous 
owner, to me. 

‘TT wish to say that I am not alarmed, 
but am only investigating this for my 
own information. though some questions

An estimate of wages paid by the ¢m- 
ployees of the Sowbthern railway in con- 
struction work in and around Atlanta 
ig estimated at $85,000 a month alone. 
This is accounted for in part by the fact 
that 600 men,are working on the new 
imprevements, grading, doubles tracking 
and other work connected with bettering 
the service into Atianta. 

All of this work is being pushed for- 
ward and the number of men employed 
on the Austell improvements will be 
doubled in the hear future, making |,000 
hands employed in this work alone. Su- 
perintendent of Construction J. A. Dod- 
son and his assistant, Edwin Luckett, are 
in charge of the work, and the accom- 
plishments within the past two weeks 
have been the occasion of all kinds of 
exprezsions of amozement and wonder 
on the part of Atlantans who have lately 
seen the work of grading, etc., for the 
first time.

ance. sales at bargain prices. A few 
weeks of hot weather would greatly im- 
prove the situation, however, particularly 
as to the agricultural outlook, which | 
would be reflected in other industries 
very promptly. A lHttle weakness. is noted 
in pig iron, but most lines of finished 
steel are in good demand and confidence 
is expressed in results a month hence 
unless there should be a serious con- 
troversy regarding wages. Other leading 
branches of manufacture are egaking fa- 
vorable reports, the rise in prices of raw 
material acting as a, stimulus at textile 
mills, but any excessive inflation would 
prove injurious. Such reports as dre avail- 
able for the full month of May indicate 
much better results than last year, par- 
ticularly statistics of failures and bank 
changes, while incomplete returns -of 
railway earnings show an aveyvage gain 
of 7.7 per cent. Foreign commerce at 
this port for the last week was also fa- 
vorable, exports exceeding those of 1904 
by $4,837,389, whfleimports showed a 
small gain of $481,854.
